Road Program for Year. 

Following conferences with the var- 
ious road engineers of the provincial 
Government, Hon. Alex Ross, Mini- 
ster of Public Works, has announced 
plans for building under the 
new highways Act for the coming | 
summer. The new organization will 
involve several important changes. 

' The services of the forty road fore; 
men who were doing duty under the 
old system, will be dispensed with 
entirely. The roadwork will be under 
the supervision of practical road en- 

/ gineers, well qualified: for the work. 
The system of road foremen will 
dissappear. This will afford a very 
large saving in administration since 
the work of the road foremen in the 

_ past simply duplicated the work of 
the foremen engaged by the munici- 
palitiesy themselves. The money thus 
will be utilized en road work gener- 
ally. 

The province is to be divided into 
ten districts with road 
resident and in charge. of each dis- 
trict. — 

Plans for carrying out the work 
this year may be summarized as fol- 
lows:- : 

The okoneead highways  commis- | 
sion will not be appointed for some | 
time. The appointment of the High- 
ways Commissioner is. still under 
consideration, there being many ap- 
-plicants’ for. the position. 

Main Highways. 

These will continue to be built and 
developed as before. One. road engi- | 
neer will be placed entirely in charge 
of main highway work, since this 
work has grown to very large pro- 
portions. There are now 3600. miles 
of main highways in the province. 
This includes main highways 
ning eastward from the 'C, and EF. 
to the eastern. boundary of the pro- 
vinee, a main highway north - and 
south through the province, and main 
highways northwest of Edmonton, 
west of Calgary and west through. 
the Crows Nest, and other main 
roads, 

Municipal Roads. 

All roads within the municipal dis- | 
tricts must be built by the ‘munici- | 
palities themselves, under supervis-. 
ion of Government road engineers. | 
The grants will be paid these dis- 
tricts according to a certain stand- 
ard, and approved by the -govern- 
ment engineer of the district. 

In local improvement ‘districts, or 
‘unorganized territories the Govern- 
ment will have charge of the build- 
ing the roads, which will be done 
under. the supervision of the engi- 
neers. 

It is the purpose of. the Govern- 
ment to encourage. market . roads, 
thus extending the facilities of the 
farmers in marketing their produce. 

The question of securing the fed- 
eral grant for highways is still un- 
der review by the Government. :. In 
-order to get as early a start as pos- 
sible on the roadwork the road en- 
gineers. have now returned to their 
various districts and are making pre- 
parations for the summer’s work.

Thousands of American farmers 
will settle in Western Canada this 
year, according to Col. G. C. Porter, 
a well-known journalist, who has re- 
turned to Winnipeg from a tour of 
western and northern States to in- 
vestigate first hand the prospects for 
immigration. This influx is the result 
of letters written back to the people 
in the. States from the many thou- 
sands who have settled in Canada and 
have found. the Canadian prairie farm 
so profitable and who have thus help- 
ed substantially in the propaganda to 
keep the stream moving towards this 
country. 

Conditions for the movement north- 
ward are better than at.any'time since 
1910, Mr. Porter declares. He says “A 
big percentage of the United States 
farmers are tenarits and the price of 


land has reached from three to five! 


hundred an acre in those great agra- 
rian states from which the Canadian 
prairies have drawn so many farmers 
in other years. Holders of these high 
priced lands must have from fifteen 
to eighteen dollars per acre rent from 
their ‘tenants if they are to get ade- 
quate interest on their investments. 
Whea at $2.75 per bushel and. corn at 
$1.00 would net a tenant something, 
but not at the present prices. There- 
fore, tenants have got to move. There 
are no cheap farm lands or home- 
stead propositions today in the West- 


ern States.Tenants have some money, 
farm equipment and household goods.

“That Byron Printup.came to his 
death by strychnine poisoning at Lac 
la Biche on April 6th.” This was the 
verdict of the coroner’s jury at the 
inquest held at Howard and McBrides 
undertaking parlors this morning, 
and Mrs. Printup, wife of the deceas- 
ed, now ‘being held by the Alberta 
Provincial Police will have to stand 
trial on a charge of murder. Dr. 
Braithwaithe conducted the inquest. 

Dr. Kelso, provincial analyst in 
giving evidence as to his findings on 
examination stated that the stomach 
contained one-sixth of a grain of 
strychnine and that the drug was 


| also found in the other organs sub- 


mitted. 

A. A. Ferris produced a statement 
given by the dying man which read 
as follows: 

Heart Lake, April 6th,- 1922. 
Mr. B. Printup evidence. 

He said when he get up in morn- 
ing he went to Jake Biche house and 
came back home and he sit down for 
his breakfast and he take one swal- 
low of coffee and he taste something 
in it.
